DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a noise reducing headset. Independent claims 1 and 7 identify the uniquely distinct 
feature of a battery door on the outside of one earcup that may be opened to allow insertion or 
removal of the battery and which is covered by a yoke assembly when the headphones are worn 
by the user with the battery fully seated in the earcup in combination with all the disclosed 
limitations of claims 1 and 7. The closest prior art, Griffith (US 6236732) discloses a headset 
with a battery in the earcup but fails to teach a battery door covered by a yoke assembly when 
the headphones are worn by the user with the battery fully seated in the earcup and Wurtz (US 
7215766) discloses an active noise reduction headset with a battery in the headset assembly but 
fails to teach a battery door covered by a yoke assembly when the headphones are worn by the 
user with the battery fully seated in the earcup. The prior art fails to anticipate or render the 
independent claims obvious.
